The Governor and his Opinion ol the 
People ol Victoria. 

It may be interesting to some of tho 
good citizons of Victoria to know in 
■what ropute they aro hold by Hi s Ex- 
cellency tbo Governor. We are most 
of us aware that we aro not within 
the range of Mr Seymour's affections, 
bat probably few of us aro aware 
that Vho gontloman who represents 
Her Majesty in this Colony, does not 
Bcruplo nor hesitate to vilify and mis- 
roproseii'. tho inhabitants of Victoria 
to tho iioorotary of Slate for the 
Colonios. It may bo thought a small 
matter, insignificant and of no earthly 
consequence, that Mr Seymour should 
epoak of our oitizens in terms of dis- 
paragement ; individually probably 
theio is not half a dozen men in Van- 
couver Island, who would bo mnoli 
afflicted by an opinion which a person, 
wiio did not tank lofty in thoirestoem, 
might hold of them; bat when tho 
Governor of a Crown Colony stoops 
to tbo meanness of drawing compari- 
sons botwoon different classes in the 
community over which he is appointed 
to rule, and when ho does this more- 
over in an official despatch to tbo 
Secretary for the Colonios, tho peoplo 
who have boon subjected to the humili- 
ating comparison, cannot refrain from 
looking to the motives which actuate 
the repetition of a class of remarks 
reflecting upon tho pooplo of Victoria, 



•whicb, coming from so hign a quarter, 
will not be taken by many of us to 
mean absolutely nothing. Wo have 
certainly boon apt to blame tho proseni 
Governor for errors of omission 
rather than of commission; the want 
of activity and energy which charac- 
terises Mr Seymour, have attracted 
more attention than other more posi- 
tive faults which are laid to his oharge 
— the present instance is one which 
partakes of I oth qualities. His Excel- 
lency in a dispatch written from this 
Colony shortly after tho proclamation 
of Victoria aB tho Capital, says that 
"although he was compelled, owing to 
a large majority of tho Counoil voting 
in favor of Victoria for tho Capital 
to remove it to that city, ho must con- 
fess that his sympathies wore in favor 
of the loyal and enterprising people 
of New Westminster — meaning there- 
by, if insinuations mean anything, 
that according to the opinion of Mr 
Seymour, the citizens of Victoria are 
neither loyal nor enterprising, or at 
all evonts not so ioyal and enterpris- 
ing as tho citizens of New Wostmin- 
Btor. Wo do not dispute tho loyalty 
of our neighbors in any way, but we 
cannot help asking what right has 
anyono in authority to draw such 
conpRrlroDS ? The people of Victoria 
yiold to none in loyalty; thoir attach- 
ment to their Queen and country is 
strong and sincere, but this does not 
prevent their feeling a spirit of indo~ 
pendenco which is natural to tho 
Anglo-Saxon race ; they cannot con- 
tentedly Bubmit to despotism and mis* 
rule, and when contumoly and oblo- 
quy ore superadded, it is no condor 
that tbo patience of tbo peoplo is ex- 
hausted. It is astonishing that men 
of independence and nprightness o( 
character should be iound ready to en« 
dorsti tho political views of thoso who 
are vehement in thoir accusations 
against those who cry out for reform 
in this Colony, and wb^ endoavor to 
stigmatise them as dangerous and 
mischievous politicians. There is a 
time for all things, there may be times 
when oven division between different 
rankB of tho peoplo may be endurable 
and useful, but when a political party 
can bo found ivndy to divide them- 
selves from tho great mass of the 
peoplo of the Colony, showing by their 
endeavors to overthrow the lotrench- 
mont policy pursued by tho liberal 
popular members in tho last two ses- 
sions, a trcit approval of tbo presont 
system of Government, and tho polioy 
and conduot of tho Governor as tho 
administrator of publio affairs in the 
Colony, it is time for true reformers 
to bestir themsolves. Tho rejection of 
ono of tbo liberal members at this 
particular timo, would wo believe, 
throw tho Colony back in its political 
proBpoots for at least two yours. If 
however, all sincere Liberals aro truo 
to the cause, and allow no falso issuea 
and no personal feelings or prejudices 
to iufluonoo them, tbo causo iH safo. 
Wo must none of us forget that wo 
aro now fighting tho battlo of the 
pep.nlo against tho despotism of an 
individual.

Oar Sitka correspondent sends us Noa 1, 
2, 3 and 4 of the Sitka 1'imcs, a small sheet 
nicely written out in manuscript, edited by 
Barney O'ltagan and contains some few nd 
vertiseraeots, with the local news, a few 
paragraphs of which we quote of those most 
interesting. 

A fire ooenrred in a house of ill- fame 
on the 7th inst — loss $3000. Gen Davis had 
arrived at Sitka from Kodiac, when tho Fi- 
deiiter left. He had been up ou a tour of 
inspector], also to attend a court martial at 
Kodiac. The steamer Alexander and the 
schooner Ann Klizi had been seized by the 
Custom House officers on alleged violation 
ot the revenue lows, hut were again released, 
tho former on bonds. The Times advocates 
the inauguration of a public school for both 
Russians and American children, of whom 
there are a number running idle around the 
streets. IVayor Dodp;e and bis family tec 
turned to Sitka from San Fruncisco by the 
Winged Arrow, Capt Benjamin. It will be 
recollected that tho schooner Louisa Downs 
had been wrecked some months ago in Cbil- 
aiat bay and was deserted. She has been re- 
paired and brought to Sitka. A coal mine 
bas been worked and sixty tons of coal taken 
therefrom. 

The hp.rk NabimofJ and the brig Schele- 
koff, formerly owned by tho Russian-Ameri- 
can Co, have been transferred to new owners; 
the former to Mesera Hutchinson & Co and 
renamed the Cyane. She sailed on the 19th 
ult for San Francisco. It is said a Bilver 
lode has been struck on Wrangel Island — 
specimens for assay have been sent below. 
The remainder of the Russians who intend 
leaving for St L'etersbur";, will return home 
by the Winged Arrow, in a few weeks hence. 
The US S Wyanda lost about fifty-four feet 
of her false keel when visiting the now coal 
mires. Tho Sitkans have run short of beer, 
cause — no malt. 

A serious shooting affair occurred on the 
20th inst. A man supposed to bo insane 
fired two shots from a pistol, outs or which 
badly woundtd a Russian and slightly 
wounded n soldier and two other mon. The 
man was shortly after taken to tho lock np 
by a militnry guard. 

Tho limes writes of the fur business ; At 
present it is what makes Alaska the finest 
field in the United States for men to- go to 
when they wish a fortune quickly. Men of 
enterprise who have n knowledge of fura 
come here, and iu a few months make a 
littlo fortune by trading with hordes of In- 
dians, who swarm our sea ccast, harbors, 
baya and inletsi We know of several men 
during the last Bummer who have tnado 
their piles in about three monihp. At Chil- 
.4:al it is said there aro soveral single Indians 
who havo got furs enough to load a schooner 
with, and Indian villages are to bo met with 
••every few mi lea.

The Kootcii&y Mines. 

We quote the sahjained further newa from 
the Wallu Walla Statesman of Oct 9th, and 
wish to direct the etteution of our own peo» 
pie thereto : 

For tub New Minks. — For the past week 
there has been a constant stream of persons 
leaving this Valley lor the newly discovered 
mines, an account of which, furniahed by Mr 
D M Drumbeller, we published last week. 
One ot the original discoverers, a French* 
man, has written to his friends to come up, 
and the result is a genoral Btampede of French- 
men from this Valloy. We have only to re- 
peat tbo advice already given — that is lor 
parties to go with full stocks of provisions. 
The supplies at Kootoruy are limited, and 
with a rash will Boon be exhausted. Those 
who have the means to go with suitable out- 
fits will doubtless find it to tbeir advantage 
to visit tho mines this fall — their cbanoea lor 
securing coed claims will certainly be hotter 
than if they defer the trip to spring. Under 
the impetus of the rush, horse-flesh ia in de- 
mand, and good Oayuses aro quoted at from 
8-0 to $30. The supply of horses is ample, 
und those who wish to visit the mines can 
rely upon securing their outfits at Walla 
Walla, at low rates. 

Perry Creek Dust. — Dr J H Day has 
assayed a portion of the dust brought down 
by Hon D M Drumheller fmm the newly dis- 
covered minea on Perry Creelr, near Koot- 
onay. He reports the dust 90b fine, and 
worth §18 72 per ounoo. This assay is 
higher tbun the Kootenay and about equal 
to Big Bend dust. The dust was unusually 
clean und probably showed a higher rate of 
fioeue s than may be expected from tbo 
ordiuury yield of the mines.

Editor. Statesman : — Mr Geo Dacres, who 
has just roturned from Kootonai to tho Semi- 
uquiicen, writes to me the following, rela 
tive to the now diggings lately discovered 
on the St Mary's Rivej, which, from what. I 
can learn is distant Botne 25 miles from 
Ivootr'uai : 'Thero was quite an excitement 
in ihut camp nbout now digging* that had 
been struck lately on the St Mary's River, a 
stream that puts iu up at tho head of ihe 
Kootenai. The miners of Wild Horse fitted 
our, souio time since, three men for a pros* 
pecting tour ; their names, tho discoverers, 
nro Dan Kennedy, Little Sullivan, und a half 
bretd named Frank. They pauued out in 
four days S225. They represent tho diggings 
far better tban over Kootenai was, (This 
sounds most too good.) Mr Phillips, Hudson 
B >y trader, bad four ounces ol the du>t; it 
resembles the Kootenai gold. There was a 
great rush thither from Kootenai, and the 
miners are big jtuh ^expectimcy.' Eureka is 
the word now. v<5u,'nTa"if > o*De*' fi6pia" - t'nai 
something valuable has turned up at last. 
There aro many miners raturning from the 
Blaekfoot country, some ol whom I am sorry 
to say, have but little I id up to carry them 
through the coming winter. Some too, have 
' nary red.' But such is tho lata of many 
who follow mining ns a profession, 'i'bo 
hump ol hopa is so fullv developed in some 
that they spend years in prospecting merely, 
and disoppointment cannot check their en- 
deavors. I learn too, rrotn the same source, 
that a small party have received encourag- 
ing prospects on tbo divide, between th» 
Kwo'onai and Pan d'Oreille rivers, hut in 
the Kootenai slope. These prospects wore 
obtained in a north-east direction Irom the 
Culiis Spell*; I think it is the purty of whom 
I spoke in a lormer letter. They bi t cut to 
get some provisions, and attempted to cross 
>he mountains on tbeir return, but were un- 
successlul. They had 'o retrace their steps 
u considerable distance on the Kootenai 
trail. 1 understand a contract b is boon let 
to cut and clear out the timber fro-n the 
rrail leading from the CabiDet landing to 
Thompson It'ver. The storma last winter 
ami spring filieil it, up bo much that it was 
difficult lor loaded trains to pass over it. The 
steamer Mary Moody ie still ruooing. The 
owners ut one time had thought ol laying 
tier up, but it has been decided to keep her 
running until the business season closes,

Colonial Secretary's Office, Nov. 28, 18C7 
Sir : — In banding your Excellency th* 
Blue Book for 18G6 at this lute period I would 
remurk that the inorea ed work in the Colo- 
nial Stcreiory's Office consequent on Iho 
union of British Columbia and Vanoouver 
Islaud, and the difficulty of obtaining some 
of tbo necessary returns in consequence 
of changes in several officee, have been the 
causes of the unu-ual delay. 

The fact of the union of tbe Colonies 
having been anticipated during the whole of 
the year 1866, and Enully curried out in 
November ot that year, had a marked efloct 
on the general state ol the Lolony, aod pio- 
duced on amount of uncertainty resulting in 
a coudilion of affairs, so uusettlod as to ren- 
der it a difficult task to make any positive 
statements in regard to the condition and 
prospects of the revenue, tbo de elopment of 
our resources, the progress of immigration, or 
any of the main topics on which it would be 
desirable more especially to «o.!ftrge. 

Tho Bluo Book for 1867 will cmbruce re 
turns from tbo whole United Colony, and in 
reporting thereon, it will i j possible to make 
a mueh inoro satisfactory Btutement of the 
oonclitii n ot tho Colony tbun can ha done in 
iho present unsettled siato of afftirs. There 
nro, however, several points to which I sbal 
endeavor to draw your Excellency's aiten- 
lion os satisfactory proofs of permanent im- 
provement. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE, &0. 

The totul revenue of 1806 amounted to 
.£,"6 (J00, showing a decrease of about £25,- 
000 us compared with ihut of 1865. This 
decrease was entirely under tho head ol 
Cuiioms, and it is to be accounted for as 
follows : — Tho gold export tax, included 
under the beud ot CustomB receipts, waB re- 
p alud eurly iu tbe year, aud a loss of £10,- 
428 wus thereby sustained, the tax in ques- 
tion having realized lint amount iu 1885 
But tho greuter purt of this decrease was 
caused by a system of reckless trading in 
ttoduced in 1805, which reaulied iu the coun- 
try being II aided with goods that had to be 
sod under their original cost in Victoria 
There would appear, iu fuel, to have been no 
actual diminution of the consumption during 
1806, but simply that an undue proportion 
was imported in 1865, thereby rendering it 
iitinooosstiry, and in luot impossible witb any 
uliauce of reulizini; a profit, to import tbe 
usual slock in 1866. The system ol buying 
goods in Victoria on credit, and then hy- 
tioitiecuting them to ihe banks lor iho amouD 1 
nocosoa y to covur the customs dues leviable 
ai New Westminster arid the freight charges 
to the miues, was lollowed by the most 
disastrous results. Most ot these g;ocds were 
-old on their arrival in the mining regio'is 
lor any sum that would cover the amount 
advanced on them, Ihe oounti y was swumpoo 
wnh unsah-ablo stocks, and almost evr;ry firm 
hi the Colony was invol ed in bankruptcy, 
a statu of atluira which could not fuil im 
mediately to afloot the Victoria merchant 
Hence the commercial depression throughout 
tho two Uolonies, wlnob has been variously 
ciiarg.'d to tbe imposition of the gold expori 
tux. hosli e tdministrulion, and to any othnr 
ouubo wbioh the fertile imaginntion of politic 
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cal opposition could invent, other tban the 
true one. From tba effect of thin 6tate tf 
things the revenue only began to recover at 
the close of 1866. 

It is gratifyiug, however, to notion that Iho 
number of free miners' cartilioates issued in 
1866 exceeded that ol 1865 by J200, while 
ihe general miniog reooipis were not diminish- 
ed aud gave a return of £4000. 

Tho amount of revenue realizud from trad- 
ing and othnr licences was increased in I860 
by some £500, the rates having been slightly 
raised by an Ordinance of that year. A 
small reduction look place in tho road tolls 
but the totul sum collected under this head, 
viz, £1C 000, was highly satisfactory when 
the reduotion in the stocks of goods imported 
is taken into consideration ; t ese tolls being 
entirely dependent ou the foreign imports 
passing over the roads, in transit io the mines. 

The expenditure of the your 1866 was in 
round rumbers £91 000, and was less by 
£4G 000 iban that incurred in 1865. Con- 
siderable retrenchment was effacted by the 
reduction of salaries and abolition of curtain 
offices. Tno amount of public works under, 
luken was far less than that of the previous 
year. I propose alluding to this in greuter 
detail under tbe bead ol Works und Baild- 
iagr. 

Toe amount of crime was very inconsider- 
able during 18G6, aod a consequent reduction 
in the expense of bringing prisoners to jus- 
tice was thus ellaoted, a saving ol £1,000 
being made in this item alone as against 
1865. 

Tbe improved state of tbe public roads 
rendered the transport of ofllcera on duly 
much loss expensive, and auder this head 
a saving of £1,200 was effected. 

The only material inoreaso on any item of 
expenditure, as compured with the year 18G5, 
wus under tho head of interest (am unting 
to od excess of nearly £7000) oo temporary 
loans rendered imperative Io meat tbe actual 
requirements of the Uoveroment during the 
year. 

PUBLIC DEBT. 

1 ho public debt of tho Colony amounted 
at the close of the year to about £295,000, 
at the comjiencem- nt of the year thai debt 
amounted to £239 000. Io consequence ol 
the fulling state of the revenue, no important 
reductions in this debt were practicable in 
1806. beyond tho ordiuary oneB for sinking 
(utids of publio loans. Tho union of Van- 
couver Island to the mainland largely in- 
creased our public debt in I860 by the addi- 
tion of the £40,000 Vaueouver Island loan, 
and a temporary loan effected by Uovemor 
Kennedy of somo £16,000 in 18G5-6. No 
additional revonue however, has at present 
accrued to this Government from uuion; in 
reality the fact ol Victoria having been at 
the time of uslo-?, overstocked witb gooi's ol 

«irn; rl n Ij^n , r,F . I h ^ ,ST')p4&J2f, -S.-^ 

ing been and still being admitted into tbe 
mainland free of ull duty, has entailed and 
will eutail a very considerable loss of revenue, 
certainly not less than £20,000, in 1867, 
while ihe revonue collected in Victoria prior 
io unioD, in the shape of tbe real estute tax, 
ceased shortly after union ; ao that in point 
of fact the inhabitants of Vuncouvor Island 
will lor some time contribute but a fractional 
portion of Iho revecue, while tho heavy 
interest on their loans has been shilied to the 
general revenue. Our preoint financial con- 
dition \i therolore worse than it would have 
boon bad union net taken place ; our liabili- 
ties would have been lesB by the amount 
of loans taken over, while our revenue would 
have beon greater by the receipts of customs 
duties on goods imported Iree of duty since 
uuion. 

The overdrawn account with Ihe Bank ol 
British Columbia was less by £10,000 at 
tbo end ol the year than at at tbe Degiuning, 
and only £8000 was raised from other quar- 
ters during the jear as a temporary loao, 
while about £<!000 of roads bonds issued hi 
1863 were redeemed ia the latter portion ol 
the year 18G6. It is the difficulty of meet- 
ing ihe largo amountB required Io be regular- 
ly temitted to Eogland ou account of interest 
and sinking tunds that causes the preseul 
financial embsrrasrmeut. Were tbo Colony 
free to spend within her own limits her actual 
revenue, >iz., somo £100,000 piT aooura, we 
should be in un absolutely prosperous con- 
dition so far as regards oar revenue and ex- 
penditure, but when so large a sum os £25,- 
000 has to bo remitted every year, it be 
ooraea a eerious consideration, more especial" 
ly having in .view the present lo-s resulting 
from union, aod the expenditure iocunod in 
compensation for loss of office, passages to 
England, &c. &o.
